To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Goshen  in  the 
County  of  Sullivan  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  town  hall  in  said 
Goshen  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  maybe  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
make  appropriation  for  same.

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
state  aid  for  permanent  improvement  of  highways  and 
raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  money  therefore. 

To  raise  and  appropriate  the  money  neces- 
sary for  state  aid  maintenance. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  money  neces- 
sary for  trunk  line  maintenance. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Library. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  and  town  treasurer  to  hire  money  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  participation  in  the 
Centenial  Celebration  of  Sullivan  County,  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  pay  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  County 
Committee,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 
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Art.  10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in 
regard  to  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
repair  the  road  leading  to  the  residence  of  0.  L.  Nelson, 
from  the  state  aid  road  near  the  high  bridge  so  called. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
Tractor  and  Plow  for  snow  removal  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Art.  13.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  close  the 
following  roads  subject  to  the  Gates  and  Bars  Act. 
The  mountain  road  so  called,  from  Maxner's  corner  to 
Alexander's  corner. 

The  Maxfield  hill  road  so  called,  from  Teagues  corner  to 
A.  0.  Gove's  residence. 

The  Farr  road  so  called  from  the  Farr  place  to  the  state 
aid  road.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Goshen: 

In  my  twenty  years  of  experience  in  school  work  I 
do  not  think  I  have  ever  seen  schools  better  contented 
or  happier  in  purposeful  work  than  the  enrollment  of 
pupils  in  our  schools  at  present.  I  do  not  know  where 
you  would  find  two  teachers  who  could  fit  into  their  res- 
pective situations  better  than  Mrs.  Brown  and  Miss 
Dimick.  It  has  been  a  very  real  pleasure  to  observe  the 
work  in  these  two  schools  this  year.  It  always  seems  to 
be  of  the  same,  uniformly  high  order. 

I  might  say  that  pupils  entering  high  school  this 
fall  from  both  schools  are  well  prepared  to  carry  on  the 
work.  •    This  speaks  well  for  our  schools. 

The  Village  school  has  had  a  very  real  transformation 
during  the  summer.  No  school  room  in  this  school  union 
has  been  improved  more  in  appearance  than  this  one. 
The  new  paint  has  put  a  lot  of  sunshine  in  the  room. 
The  new  heater  has  added  health  to  the  room.  It  would 
not  have  been  possible  to  have  accommodated  the  twenty- 
six  pupils  in  this  schoolroom  with  healthy  surroundings 
had  it  not  have  been  for  the  new  heating  and  ventilating 
system.  This  was  an  investment  in  health.  It  is  notice- 
able that  pupils  in  schools  of  larger  enrollment  do  better 
work  where  the  room  is  properly  heated  and  ventilated. 
I  am  able  to  observe  this  in  a  two-room  school  where 
the  adjoining  rooms  are  heated  differently,  one  with  the 
ordinary  jacketed  stove,  the  other  with  a  schoolroom 
heater  like  the  one  at  Mill  Village.  The  contrast  is  great 
both  in  scholarship  and  healthful  conditions.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  may  complete  the  transformation  at  Mill  Village 
this  next  summer  by  building  a  wood  shed  at  the  rear 
of  the  schoolhouse,  thereby  releasing  the  present  wood 
shed  for  storage  for  the  pupils'  wraps,  taking  the  space 
into  the  schoolroom  the  same  as  it  was  done  at  Number 
Five.
